DETROIT, Mich.— 
Motors Corporation and the United 
Automobile Workers, CIO, agreed 
yesterday to an unprecedented 
five-year contract providing for an- 
nual wage increases, pensions and 
health insurance, and union se- 
curity. 

Both sides hailed the terms of 
the revolutionary contract af they 
were announced in an atmosphere 


of good will at a,joint news con- 


ference following a final session 
of 28 consecutive hours of secret 
negotiations. 

The contract, longest in term 
that has ever been written in the 
industry, assures the Company of 
five years of uninterrupted produc- 
tion. It may not be reopened for 
any reason until its expiration in 
May, 1955. 

The economic gains listed by the 
Union include: 

1. A jointly administered pen- 
sion plan providing $100 a month, 
including Social Seturity, for 
workers at the age of 65 with 25 
years’ service. The maximum 
monthly payment will become 
$117.50 a month if Congress grants 
Social Security increases as rec- 
ommended by the Senate Finance 
Committee. 

2. A guaranteed annual wage in. 
crease of four cents an hour, a re- 
ward for increased productivity 
‘and to be added to the basic wage 
rate. 

3. A continuation of the cost-of- 
living escalator clause, providing 
‘for wage adjustments in accord- 


jance with the price index of the 


‘Bureau of Labor Statistics, un- 
limited upward but limited down- 
‘ward to a point no lower than the 
basic wage rate. : 
. 4. A hospital-medical plan with 
the Company paying half the cost 
.of Blue-Cross and Blue-Shield pro- 
tection for workers and family. 
5. An improved insurance pro- 
gram, including weekly and acci- 
dent and sickness benefits ranging 


‘from $31.50 to $34:50.

Allies Tell Moscow

WASHINGTON—The United States, Great Britain and 
France yesterday charged the Soviet Union with violating 
several international agreements by creating in Eastern Ger- 
many a police force and militia of 50,000 men with “the 


character of an army.” 

A note to the Russian Foreign 
Office in Moscow called attention 
to Soviet pledges for a demili- 
tarized Germany and requested 
the Soviet government to dissolve 
the police force “immediately” in 
the interest of peace. 

The complaint was decided at 


the Big Three Foreign Ministers’ 


Conference in London. It precedes 
by less than a week the proposed 
Communist youth march into the 
Western sector of Berlin. 

As it has on almost every other 
occasion, the United States also 
noted the discrepancy between 
Moscow's “verbal protestations” 
in favor of peace and such actions 
as this latest “violation of its sol- 
emn international commitments.” 

The United States said five in- 
ternational agreements have been 
violated by the creation of the 
“army.” These are: The Crimean 
agreement of Fed. 11, 1945; the 
declaration on Germany, signed by 
the military chiefs of the United 
States, British, French and Soviet 
Forces, on June 5, 1945; the Pots- 
dam agreement of Aug. 2, 1945; 
the agreement between the Big 
Four Allies, relating to additional 
restrictions on Germany, of Sept. 
20. 1945: and Control Council Law 
No. 34. concerning the dissolution 


Aug. 20, 1946. 
The United States’ note asserted

that the new Eastern German milli- 
tary force was “not an ordinary 
police force, and it does not have 
ordinary police duties.” Its weap- 
ons include machine guns, howitz- 
ers, anti-aircraft cannon, mortars, 
and tanks, and it reeeives basic 
infantry, artillery and armored 
training. 

“It must be regarded, therefore,” 
the United States protested, “as a 
military force.” 

The State Department, at the 
same time, declared in a separate 
Statement released here that the 
“military force” is composed of 
39 “bereitschaften,” or “alert 
units,” for training purposes, and 
at least 11 officer training schools. 

The Department continued that, 
while the “military capabilities” of 
this force are “at present negligi- 
ble,” it could form the nucleus of 
a new German army or “an in- 
ternal security force to maintain 
Communist control.”

gen bombs and all other weapons of mass destruction.” 


The request was contained 


in a report by the Committee 


of Social Education and Action. It will be voted on today. 


“Let us repent and renounce our 
feverish fashioning of atomic and 
hydrogen bombs,” the Committee 
said “we are disturbed by the im- 
plications of the President's action 
approving the construction of the 
hydrogen bomb. 

“No man can take upon himself 
alone the destruction, the disease, 
the suffering, the crippled bodies 
and broken hearts, the utter mora! 
and spiritual demoralization the 
people must suffer when they 
choose, or have thrust upon them, 
such weapons and war.” 

The report also called for the 
observance of Aug. 5 as a day of 
mourning. It was on Aug. 5, 1945, 
that the first atomic bomb was 
dropped on Hiroshima. 

Another section of the report ex- 
pressed ‘gratitude for advances 
made during the past vear in the 
direction of a ‘nonsegregated so- 
ciety’.” 

It asked the Assembly to com- 
mend governmental units and pri- 
vate agencies for providing: 

“1. Nonsegregated housing; 2, 
nonsegregated community recrea- 
tional facilities through parks, 
playgrounds and swimming pools;

The CAA has just finished in- 


stalling a radar unit at the At- 
lanta Municipal Airport, called 
Ground Controlled Approach, that 
can talk a pilot to a landing in 
pea-soup fog. And the plane needs 
no special instruments. All a pilot 
needs is a two-way radio and a 
steady nerve. 

This is not the first ground con- 
to be in- 
stalled in Atlanta. The Naval Air 
Station has had one for nearly 
two years and has landed military, 
commercial and civilian planes in 
several emergencies. 
idea, in fact, was largely de- 
veloped at Gainesville during the 
war, when the Navy installed 
units there and trained crews to 
operate them. But the new unit 
at the Municipal Airport is the 
first installed for use entirely with 
civilian aircraft. 


Basically, the gadget is simple. 
It sends out an echo. 

The echo bounces off the plane 
and returns to a receiver. The re- 
ceiver sends the echo through a 
$200,000 machine that looks like a 
glorified radio, with over 
tubes, resistors, justifiers and other 
technical gizmos. And the machine 
gives the GCA operator the plane’s 
distance from the airport, direc- 
tion from the airport and at close 
range, the plane’s altitude. 


The operator has an imaginary 
tube stuck up in the air at an odd 
angle from the end of the runway, 
and wy watching the plane on his 
instruments, he can cause the pilot 
to fly right down that tube to a 
safe landing. Actually, civilian 
planes landing at the local airport 
\ ill be sent on unless they can see 
the ground at 200 or 300 feet, but 
military planes have used GCA 
equipmer® to land in all weather 
conditions. 


The equipment can “hunt” lost 
planes for 30 miles in any direction 
of the airport, and has a fair 
chance of picking up large planes 
at distances up to 60 miles. Once 
the radar finds a plane, the ground 
control takes over. 

Actually this is not a blind fly- 
ing device, however. according to 
John Zwaska, 
radar expert who is 
installation of the local unit, but a 
safety aid. “It will speed up opera- 
tions during foul weather.” 

As soon as the unit gets a 
thorough testing and is put in com- 
mission, Zwaska says, it will be 
operating 24 hours a day, 365 days 
a year, helping to make Atlanta a 
safer place for airmen.

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Dangers of the ‘Courtesy Car’ Racket 


The terrible risk Atlanta is taking in 
allowing “courtesy cars” operated by un- 
known drivers of uncertain records to ply 
the streets during the trolley strike just 
now is coming to light. 


Efforts of the Police Department to 
identify every driver are commendable, 
but will avail nothing unless the city takes 
over responsibility of issuing permits and 
requires all automobiles engaged in this 
racket to be recognizable at a glance. That 
would be tantamount to licensing jitneys, 
which the city already has said it has no 
plans to do at this stage of the strike. 


Preliminary investigation reveals that 
by no means all drivers of the so-called 
“courtesy cars” are members of the strik- 
ing Transit Union. Indeed, some drivers 
are disclosed to have police records and 
for that reason previously have been re- 
fused permits to operate taxicabs. Yet, 
unknown to an unsuspecting public, they 
have become common carriers anyway. 


Moreover, reports disclose that the pub- 
lic is doing much more than supply gaso- 
line and oil funds necessary for keeping 
“courtesy cars” in service. A great many 
drivers are earning more than bus driver’s 
pay and some are said to be taking in 
“contributions” at a rate of $30 a day. 
These people, some with criminal records, 
do not want the trolley strike to end. 


Chief Jenkins’ move to check on such 
drivers comes none too soon. We hope it 
can be completed before tragedy, inevi- 
table under the present situation, visits us. 


- Actually, though, the “courtesy car” 
racket poses an almost impossible situa- 
tion. Counterfeit stickers, and stolen ones, 
already have been reported. There is no 
Way, except an all-out licensing system,

They have teamed 
with extremist Democrats to keep the 
Lodge amendment from a vote. Not only 
would the amendment help the South— 
and the Republican Party — but it also 
would eliminate the slavish obedience of 
both parties to small blocs of voters who 
swing the balance of power in key states. 


The Constitution is a Democratic news- 
a and will continue to be. But we 
ave long been interested in the estab- 
lishment of a vigorous Republican Party 
in Georgia and the South. It would elimi- 
nate many of the evils of factional politics 


by. which the public can be assured of 
adequate protection. |

the same. The union demands a wage in- 
crease which the company says, and sworn 
figures are on file with the Public Serv- 
ice Commission to back it up, it cannot 
grant without a fare increase. 


There is reason to believe that the La- 


bor Bureau of the Midwest, which directs 
the strike and hands down orders to Local 
President Jesse Walton, who incidentally 
also is a Fulton County “Representative” 
in the State Legislature, has decided-to 
make Atlanta a guinea pig, so to speak, in 
order to set a pattern for new wage in- 
creases over the country. 

There also is reason to believe the La- 
bor Bureau wants to force private owner- 
ship out of the local transit field, forcing 
municipalities to acquire the companies so 
operating costs, and wages, will become 
involved in politics with the unsuspecting 
taxpayer making up the deficits. 

We agree completely with the civic and 
business leaders, who discussed the strike 
yesterday, that whatever settlement is 
reached ought to be on a permanent basis. 
Atlanta is sick of an annual transit strike. 
Business cannot afford it. Prospective new 
industry is going to look for such a settle- 
ment before moving in. It already has 
been put on warning by this and previous 
strikes. 

The public would do well to remain 
suspicious of the so-called “courtesy cars,” 
especially after nightfall. Besides the fact 
that criminals are known to have become 
active in their operation, “courtesy cars” 
have become a financial racket, as witness 
the remark of one driver who said: “I tell 
them they don’t owe me nothing—as long 
as it’s more than 50 cents.” —.

Georgia's Dry 
Counties Take Note 


We commend to the attention of Geor- 
gia’s 129 legally dry counties, in all of 
which bootlegging is a chief but nontax- 
paying industry, the happy situation which 
prevails over in Mississippi. 

Mississippi has worked out a formula 
which pleases everybody except those who 
believe in being frank and honest about 
an admitted problem. The State is bone 
dry, legally speaking, of course. According 
to the statute books, not a drop of liquor 
can be sold without seller and buyer being 
subject to penalties. 

This pleases mightily those who believe 
in the omnipotent efficacy of passing a 
law, and who; having passed it, are con- 
vinced they have discharged a duty to 
humanity and society. 

But most Mississippians are realistic 
enough to know that prohibition laws 
don’t prohibit. Many years’ experience, in- 
cluding some 15 years of national prohibi- 
tion which ended in miserable failure, was 
enough to demonstrate this fact. 

So, Mississippi applies a tax on the for- 
bidden spirits. And what is more, the 
State collects. Bootleggers may get by with 
breaking the bone dry laws—mainly be- 
cause public sentiment is with them—but 
few if any get by without paying the 
State’s 10 percent sales tax. The State’s 
revenue from this source has climbed 
steadily the past three years, while liquor 
receipts steadily have been falling in le- 
galized States. 

Georgia’s 129 “dry” counties are losing 
a lot of potential tax revenue, badly need- 
ed for schools, health and other services. 
a flourishes in every one of 
them. Mississippi’s solution, which seems 
to please all factions, ought to offer some 
sort of lesson to them. A tax on prohibited 
merchandise is no more of a contradiction 
than believing that a mere law can dis- 
pense with an evil.

Atlanta's transit strike offers another of the 
mounting examples of labor's disregard for not 
only the public's wellbeing, but its own future.

“I can’t tell you my name,” said the voice 
on the phone. “I’m one of those operators you 
wrote about this morning. I just want to tell 

you you're absolutely right. There’s no excuse for this strike. 


“The bulk of the operators are like me. They didn’t want to 
quit. We'd like to get more money, sure. Who wouldn't? Driv- 
ing a bus is no easy’job. But we get paid pretty well. Those fig- 
ures the company print are doctored up to make them look good, 
but just the same I make more'n any of my neighbors. 


“I know nobody ever really makes anything out of a strike. 
But what are you going to do when the union calls one? After 
ill, the union’s done a lot for us. A fellow would be pretty much 
of an ingrate unless he went along even if he didn’t have to. 


“I'm afraid it’s going to be a pretty long strike unless you 
folks can do something about it. Most people don’t realize it, but 
this thing come about because the one last year never was really 
settled. That’s one of the things that makes it so rough now. 
Both sides been carrying a grudge for 12 months. 


“There is a fellow, name of Townsend, that works for the 
company that could settle it if they’d let him. And without pay- 
ing any eight cents an hour either. But I don’t believe they'll ever 
get together as long as they leave it up to McManus and Wal- 
ton and Elliott.

“You fellows keep after this thing. Public opinion is the only 
way in the world to bring it to an end quick. Just Keep pouring 
it on Jesse. He’s got the political bug as bad as any man I ever 
saw. Keep up the good work. We may be back at work quicker’n 
you think. .. .” 


“Look, you damned .” began the other call, 
The Other which came seon afterward. “Who the hell you 
think you’re scaring with all this stuff about being fed up with 
the strike? 

“Who cares if you are? What are you going to do about it? 

“You guys make me sick, sitting up there in your fancy offices 
and writing a lot of lies about what the people think.

“You guys can have all the mass meetings and write all the 
stinking editorials you want to, but this strike is going on until we 
get what we’re asking. This fight’s between the union and the 
Power Company. If the public gets hurt, that’s just too bad. 
Might even teach ’em to be a little more appreciative of us once 
we do start back... .”

Soviets Take Over Red China 


TAIPEI, Formosa—The Russians are fastening an iron grip on 
Red China under the guise of helping Mao Tse-tung to consolidate 
his Communist gains. 

The degree of control in some areas amounts to outright mili- 
tary occupation, according to well-authenticated intelligence reports 
and eyewitness accounts of Americans returning from China. 

“It is hard to conceive the extent of the Russian influence. 
The Soviets are literally taking over the cities. And they’re all 
military personnel, not civilians,” reports Maj. Michael A. Luckey. 

Maj. Luckey, former assistant air attache in Nanking, is one of 
the 100-odd Americans who left Shanghai recently on the expatria- 
tion ship General Gordon. 


. »- His personal account and that of several other 
‘Invasion pel ere officials gives this picture of what is 
occurring today on the Communist-held mainland of China: 

1. More than 23,000 Russian military experts have poured into 
China and are now giving “advice” to Chinese Communists offi- 
cials in the principal cities. 

2. Soviet advisers not only participate in all top decisions but 
sit at the elbow of every top Chinese official to see that the right 
decisions are made. 

3. The influx of the Russians is not mentioned in the Commu- 
nist press and the Soviets try to remain as unobtrusive as pos- 
sible by segregating themselves in military compounds. ° 

Luckey says it is difficult to gauge the extent of Russian mili- 
tary and economic aid to the Chinese, because everything the Rus- 
sians do immediately comes under the classification of top secret. 

The new Chinese air force already is reported to have set up 
air bases with Soviet help in Shanghai, Nanking, Peking, Hankow, 
Chungking, Chengtu, Sian, Hami, Langchow and Taiyuan. 


Co tr ] All these reports would seem to indicate that the Rus- 
seabed sians are not only turning Communist China into a 


satellite of the Soviet Union, but are gradually securing complete 
control of the China mainland. 

The same kind of consolidation that occurred in Eastern Europe 
apparently is now being started in the Far East, with China as the 
stepping stone, according to Chinese officials. 

For the long-term explanation of what is going on and what this 
will mean to the non-Communist world, the Chinese refer Ameri- 
cans to an old saying of Lenin's. 

Long before Stalin came to power, Lenin coined the phrase: 
“Who controls Asia, controls the world.”

‘- WASHINGTON—A Jim Duff in Pennsylvania and a Wayne Morse in Oregon 


do not, of course, mean a new Republican Party all of a sudden. 


But there 


more than mere encouragement to the modern and moderate element of the Party 

in he successive victories within a week of Gov. James H. Duff, who won the 

Republican senatorial nomination over the long-entrenched Joe Grundy machine 
_” witty tts high-tariff, business-domination-of government philosophy, and of Sen. 
Morse, who wag renominated over GOP Old Guard elements within his State. 

There is, infact, real sustenance for those who are seeking to rejuvenate the Party. Their over- 
whelming triumphs in two widely separated States that offer a good cross-section of rank and file 


Republicans seem to indicate that many Repub- 
licans are seeking to cast off the old smug 
crustiness and are searching for a new and more 
flexible party code and, if inferences may be 
drawn, new types of leadership. 


As explained here previously, Gev. Duff 
is of more conservative mould on national 
issues than Republicans such as Senators 
Morse, Aiken of Vermont, and Tobey of New 
Hampshire. But he recognises the trend and 
needs of the times and performed a notable 
service for his party by smacking down 
Grundyism which, though it should have dis- 
appeared a long time ago, hae risen every 
four years to intrude inte the high conncils 
on Republican Party policy at national con- 
ventions which select candidates and write 
platforms. 


His victory means that the frontier of mod- 
erate Republicanism has been pushed a bit fur- 
ther. It plainly strengthens that Party element 
embraced generally in the East, New England, 
the Northwest and the Pacific Coast in the con- 
tinual battle with the more conservative, more 
nationalistic Middle West. 

Pennsylvania, with its 70 conventian votes, 
now is added in this interparty struggle to New 
York, where Gov. Thomas E. Dewey exempli- 
fies a progressive viewpoint; New Jersey, where 
Gov. Alfred E. Driscoll’s re-election last year 
was a victory for Republican progressivism, and 
to New England, with Sens. Lodge and Salton- 
stall, of Masschusetts; Aiken and Flanders, of 
Vermont; Tobey, of New Hampshire, and Mrs. 
Margaret Smith, of Maine. 

Sen. Morse’s victory, likewise, is an index of 
the continued hold of progressivism along the 
West Coast as exemplified regionally in Gov. 
Earl Warren, of California, and in the Middle

Northwest frontier there are Govs. Luther Young- 
dahl, of Minnesota, and Fred A. Aandahl, of 
North Dakota, among its symbols. 

In recent years this element of the Party 
has been generally successful in national con- 
ventions on candidates and platforms, though 
always with compromises; but the Midwest con- 
servatives have held the upper hand in Con- 
gress, where the party record is made. This con- 
trol in Congress is due in large part to operation 
of the seniority rule, which favors those from 
the normally Republican Midwest, where suc- 
cession in office is more certain, just as it favors 
Southerners in the Democratic Party. 


Strengthening of the progressive element 
should make compromise less necessary 
hereafter at national conventions and give 
the party a more solid progressive front. 
Recent compromises include Gov. Dewey's 
acceptance in 1944 of then Gov. John W. 
Bricker, of Ohio, now Senator, as his run- 
ning mate and, in 1948, his alliance with 
Joe Grundy that netted a batch of delegates 
to start his bandwagon rolling. 


Revitalizing of the Party along more pro- 
gressive lines might well have another effect 
relating to candidates. It might start a search 
for some new figure who might be able to cope, 
for example, with Harry Truman’s essential 
human qualities and give the Party new life 
and vigor, and turn attention away from the 
old familiars—the Tafts, Stassens, Deweys and 
the like. After all, the Party did stumble once, 
by accident, upon Teddy Roosevelt when it need- 
ed fresh ideas. 

Some see such a figure in Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower: but others prefer that the new 
model didn’t come in uniform. 


No Fuel Like a New One 


WASHINGTON—The coal mine owners and their hired hands seem to have 
kisséd and made up. Now we've got 'em in town demanding that Congress do 
something to get ’em back the business they lost to the oi] burner fellows. This 
is quite a sight: Union chief and mining mogul lighting each other’s cigars and 
blaming the oil men for their woes. John L. Lewis and his shiver-producing 
strikes almost every year since the war, say they, have nothing to do with the 

fact that so many people have turned to fuel oil. They say. All I know is that in my cellar is a coal 
bin full of busted screen doors, old glass jars, a dress form, a cider press and a snow shovel. I also 
have a first-class coal furnace, with the door cemented in Winter no matter how many no-work 


weeks John L. decrees. 

If this is putting his boys out, I am sorry, but 
I claim it is his own fault. The man with the 
eyebrows brought it on himself. 


To prove otherwise to the Senate he sent 
up his No. 2 man, Thomas Kennedy, the 
pink-faced, gray-haired Vice President of 
the United Mine Workers. What Kennedy 
wants the government to do is shut off oll 
imports from Arabia and South America, so 
people will start burning coal again. 


Why, said Thomas, hardly more than a month 
had passed since the last strike before many 
mines were working only three days a week on 
account of no demand, Their ex-customers were 
using that awful oil. 

So, if Congress kindly would slap some kind 
of embargo on oil imports, or maybe a stiff tar- 
iff, the miners would be grateful. Ditto their 
bosses. 

D. T. Buckley, of the National Coal Associa- 
tion, smiled broadly upon his ex-enemy of strike 
days and agreed with every word he said. If 
there is to be a tariff on imported oil, he said, 
it ought to be $1.05 a barrel. Then maybe the 
eoal men could get back their clients. 

This testimony irked some of the Senators 
and in particular Elbert Thomas, the Democrat 
from Utah's coal country. Very strange, he said, 


that the switch engines in his home town burn 
oil. Odd, he continued, that when a gas pipe 
line arrived in a city of his acquaintance a large 
segment of the population stood in line all night 
to become subscribers. How come? 

Coal Man Buckley said his men were doing 
everything possible to make a furnace better and 
easier to use. He said they were laboring on a 
steam turbine which ought to give the Diesel 
locomotive a run for its money. What pained him 
was industry and public utilities turning to oil. 
They're the outfits which used to burn coal by 
the millions of tons. 


The only reason they're using oil, he said, 
is because the importers are dumping it here 
at less than it costs to bring it over. It’s a 
funny thing, he, added, that they can slash 
the price of heavy fuel oils, but never, never 
pare a few pennies off the cost of gasoline. 


The big profits from gasoline, he added, make 
up for the losses on the furnace oil. He had a 
large stack of figures and tables to prove his 
point. 

“The contention that this switch over to oil 
is due to strikes is not true,” he snapped. 

Maybe so. Except in the Othman cellar. That 
dress form stays in my coal bin until I'm a good 
deal more certain that John L.’s love affair with 
the mining moguls is permanent.

‘Halt, Dismount, and Deal’ 


The publicity about gambling has renewed the ancient reputation of New Or- 
leans as a cesspool of wickedness, although gambling men are no more wanton 
than unioneers, members of the Roosevelt tribe or alumni of Harvard law.

Small Children Need 


Time With 


Mother 


By GLADYS BEVANS 


This is one of several talks planned to help young 
mothers—inexperienced mothers, who do not understand 
the nature and needs of their young children ,from 18 


months to about two years of age. 


As a result, they find 


themselves “in hot water” much of the time; that is, their 
little children become discontented or mischievous or dis- 


obedient. 

Parts of a letter from one 
young mother present the sort of 
difficulty I am talking about, 
“How to keep my little boy oc- 
cupied to the best advantage for 
both of us is a problem I can't 
solve. I just do not have any 
time for him when we are in- 
doors. He does not play very 
well by himself; and it.is impos- 
sible to keep him in his play- 
room when I am somewhere in 
the house.” 

There are three things a moth- 
er can do who has the complaint 
to make which we have quoted 
above. 

The first is, she must realize 
that her little boy or girl needs 
from her a very real companion- 
ship. Yhis I cannot stress too 
much. Given the slightest oppor- 
tunity, very little children can 
be the most companionable peo- 
ple in the world. The mother 
who really is interested in her 
small child, talks to him, listens 
to him, is really responsive to 
him, and “makes time” for a lit- 
tle play and a little nonsense 


with him will rarely find herself 
with a troublesome child on her 
hands. 

The second is to show interest 
in his play. To want to share 
the thing we are doing is a very 
human impulse. Little children 
are no different from grownups 
in this respect. Children should 
not be expected at this age to 
play unassisted and alone for 
log periods of time. Even a 
busy mother can take a few min- 
utes out occasionally to flop 
down on the floér and express 
some enthusiasm for what her 
child is doing. 

The third thing that the moth- 
ers of these little children should 
realize is that they really are 
the hub of this small universe, 
and accept a certain amount of 
trailing around from living room 
to kitchen, and from bedroom 
to bath. Don’t be disturbed by 
the thought that perhaps your 
child is not becoming sufficiently 
independent. Independence is a 
gradual thing and will come 
later.

A story about golden-crusted white bread, branny 
old-fashioned whole wheat, tangy rye, sweet frosted nut 


or fruit-filled: rolls, little hot biscuits, “poc 


ketbook” rolls 


and all the rest that are at their flavorful best served with 
rich yellow butter or margarine. 


Some modern folks whose nu- 
trition information is limited 
don’t eat bread and butter be- 
cause think they are fat- 

t is wrong because 
there’s no such thing as a fat- 
tening fooj in itself. It's the 
total amount of food eaten that 
determines whether you gain or 
lose weight. Second bread and 
butter each make important con- 
tributions to our diet, in other 
words, we need them: . 

America’s compulsory wartime 
enrichment made bakers bread 
one of the best sources of thia- 
mine, riboflavin, niacine, and 
iron. Enrichment laws in 26 
States and voluntary enrichment 
by bakers in States not having 
such laws, assures continuance 
of this means of improving the 
nutritive value of bread which, 
accor . to «Aaa ar reports, 
has considerably raised the nutri- 
tional intake of the country. For 
all the nostalgic yearning for the 
“bread mother used to make” to- 
day’s consumer enjoys the bene- 
fit of greater food values con- 
tained in commercial bread. 


Look what's in a peanut but 
ter saridwich. No more nutri 
tious, inexpensive sandwich can 
be found and it’s made in a jiffy 
with 2 slices enriched bread, but- 
ter, and peanut butter! 

Nutritionists point out that 


each peanut butter sandwich 
contributes the following per- 
centages of the daily nutrient re- 
quirements: 11 percent of the 
calories; 18 percent of the pro- 


teins; 7 percent of the calcium; 


13 percent of the iron; 13 percent 
of the thiamin’ 8 percent of the 
riboflavin; and 40 percent of the 
nacin. So when you plan lunches 
or snacks include a sandwich, 
milk, some fruit and/or vege- 
table. 


THE VIRTUE OF BUTTER 

If you are reducing don’t omit 
fats from the diet, just cut down 
on the amount you're eating. 
Chances are you were overeating 
on this score anyway. 

It is estimated by the Food 
and Nutrition Board that the fat 
of milk, cheese, meat, eggs, nuts 
and other invisible sources of fat 
supply one-half to two-thirds of 
the daily fat requirement. Sep- 
arated or visible fat sources such 
as butter, lard, margarine and 
shortening may be used to fur- 
nish the remainder. 

Fats, meaning butter and all 
the others just listed, have these 
virtues in the diet: They add 
flavor and satiety value, provide 
important vitamins and help in 
the utilization of certain other 
essential nutrients. 

So please, for a balanced nutri- 
tional pattern, don’t omit these 
two great foods—bread and but- 
ter.

| CLANTON, Ala.—“I had the first trouble with my eyes | 
in Spring training with the White Sox in 1940,” Jack Hayes | 
“We had just played the Philadelphia |

Athletics an exhibition game in Hollywood, Cal. After I 
took my shower, I felt a stinging in my right eye. I just 
thought I'd got soap in it. The trainer put some medicant 
in it and I thought no more about it. 

“The next day it was no better. I told Jimy Dykes, our man- 
ager, that I couldn't see out of my right eve and he left me out 
of the lineup. We had a fellow on the club who was a great ‘doc- 
tor. You know what I mean: every club’s got one. Anything 
wrong with you, he always prides himself on knowing what to do. 


“Clint Brown, the old relief pitcher, was our ‘doctor.’ He 
looked in my eye and pulled out a cinder, and we aill 
thought that had caused the trouble. 


“We broke camp and started East. When we got to Tucson, 
Ariz., | woke up one morning and couldn't see out of the eye. I 
rushed to see a doctor, and he told me I'd better get out of the 
bright desert sun right away. 

“‘What'll I tell my manager?’ I asked him. He asked me 
where we were staying, and I told him the Westward Ho Hotel. 
He said he’d call Dykes right away. When I got back to the hotel, 


Dykes told me to catch a train and go ahead of the team into Chi- | 


cago and see a specialist there. 


“All this time I had never thought it was anything serious. 
It was just a deceiving coincidence that I should have found 
that cinder in my eye. It had cut the eyeball, but that had 
nothing to de with my trouble. We actually never knew 
about the tubercular condition until I had my operation in 
Atlanta later. 


“That was the longest, lonesomest train ride I ever took from 
Arizona to Chicago alone, leaving the team behind. In Chicago, 
I was in and out the hospital, examined and re-examined until I 
thought I'd go nuts. The season started and the doctor kept telling 
me I'd be ready by the time the team came home from the next 
road trip, and the next, and the next, and on and on that way. 


. “IT worked out with the team when they 
Seeing Double were at home, but.by this time I couldn't 
see a thing out of my right eye. I played nine games that year.” 
(The record shows 18 games, eight hits in 41 times at bat.) “I got 
a hit my first time up, and the trainer was waiting to kid me when 
I got back to the dugout. ‘You shoulda been shutting one eye 
all your life, you ol’ one-eyed devil,’ he told me. 


“Well, that was the end of my baseball. I finally got so 

I had to shut my right eye when I was at bat or fielding a 

ball. If I didn’t, I'd see double. Look down at a golf ball 

and I'd see two. Say, that might have been a help to some 
people. 

““When that 1940 season was over, my wife and I went to Johns 
Hopkins in Baltimore and started a regular round of eye specialists 
and treatments and hospitals. Occasionally I'd get a little encour- 
agement. Once in a while I could see a Jittle out of the bad eye, 
but it didn’t last long. They told me at Johns Hopkins I'd better 
quit baseball, and that was like tearing my heart out. I figured 
I had two or three seasons left. The White Sox did everything they 
could to help me, and so did everybody else. But my right eye 
was gone for good. 


“I was working in the courthouse one day when my left eye | 
I'd been reading off some figures to a clerk, and suddenly | 
I walked outside, and by the time I got | 


went. 
everything grew dim. 
to the door I could barely make out the image of a car on the 
street. A friend walked by and I asked him to go get my wife, 
He asked me what was wrong, and I told him I couldn't see. 


“My wife rushed me down to Montgomery to Dr. Thig- 
pen, a wonderful eye specialist. He examined me and told 
me to come back the next day. When we came back, he 
broke into tears and told me there wasn’t a ray of hope, 
that my left eye was going, too. He hadn't wanted to tell 
me the day before. I appreciated that, and I always will 
feel kindly toward him because he told me the unvarnished 
truth rather than try to lead me on. 

“He did recommend that 1 try Dr. F. P. Calhoun in Atlanta as the 


last resort. Now there’s a wonderful man. My wife calls him 
‘the sweetest man in the world.’ Dr. Calhoun recommended an
